steering wheel seemed to mature each young sophomore. 


The junior year was one of activity. After class rings were ordered, plans were 
created concerning the Junior-Senior Prom. Every junior thought ''Under Paris Skies" 
wasa hugh success. Many people still ponder from where the cinder blocks, wine bot- 


les, and cardboard boxes came. Nobody really knows for sure. 


S.A.T. tests, State Fair, football, basketball, and graduation composed our senior 
year. Holmes High became the first school in eastern North Carolina to be integrated 
when Negro students entered the school for the first time in 1963. The desegregation 
was quiet and orderly. We witnessed on television the burial of assassinated president 


John F. Kennedy, who was shot and killed on November 22, 1963, in Dallas, Texas. 


Nineteen hundred and sixty four has been a maturing year for the seniors, who are 


about to become adults. It is one we won't forget.
